were totally destroyed with their con- 
tents. 


The origin of the fire is a mystery 


but appearance indicates that it was 
the work of an incendiary. 
This is 


the view of every one who has visited 
the scene of the fire. The wind was 
fiercely blowing that night and away 
from the wagon shed. The distance 
between barn and wagon shed was 
over one hundred feet. There was a 
tree near the barn and on side toward 
wagon shed one might say that tree 
is practically uninjured. The wagon 
shed many more feet away could not 
have caught fire from barn yet it was 
destroyed. Evidently the fiend set fire 
to both wagon shed and barn. 


The fire was first discovered by O. 


B. Sharetts at about four o'clock in 
the morning. He rushed to the barn 
br.t was unable to get anything out of 
it or any of The other buildings. When 
Mr. Sharetts reached the barn the 
weatherboarding had been burnt en- 
tirely from barn, the fire had evident- 
ly been in progress for from a half 
hour to an hour. A number of neigh- 
bors reached the scene soon after Mr. 
Sharetts had been aroused and were 
on the ground but the fire had made 
such headway that they were unable 
to get in any of the buildings to save 
anything. The gale of wind was blow- 
ing away from the house, carrying 
flames, smoke and odor and sparks 
from the house, and for this reason it 
was saved and the occupants had been 
aroused. 


The barn was one of the best in that 


community, having been built 24 years 
ago with extra heavy timbers and the 
best of lumber throughout. The build- 
ings were all in first class condition. 
A fire at the same place 24 years ago 
destroyed all the buildings on the 
farm. In addition to the buildings a 
wind-wheel tower recently erected is 
a complete wreck. 


Jacob E. Sharetts, the owner, sus- 


tains a very heavy loss. In addition 
to the buildings there went up in the 
flames 900 bushels of corn in the ears. 
90 bushels of oats and 80 bushels of 
rye. He estimates his loss at $3000 
and has less than one-half value insur- 
ance in the Mummasburg Mutual Fire 
Protection Society, the barn being in- 
sured for $1000, shed $100, hog pen 
$50 and produce $266. There was no 
insurance on one hog pen and the 
chicken

O. B. Sharetts' loss is greater than 


that of his father, his entire stock be- 
ing destroyed, consisting of seven head 
of horses, 18 cattle, 11 hogs and about

ears, 100 bushels of oats, 80 bushels 
of rye, 15 tons of hay and a large 
quantity of fodder and straw.

The Flood Tide of Rebellion. 


The great flood tide of tiie rebellion 


struck high-water mark at 4 o'clock on 
the afternoon of July 2,1S>>:'>. at Gettys- 
burg. At this hour Geu. Sickle's Corps 
was being rapidly driven back, aud 
Geu. Lougstreet's Corps was pressing 
through the gap between Hancock aud 
Sickles to get a foothold ou Little 
Rouud Top. The battle of Gettysburg 
was the turning point of the rebellion, 
and this was the crisis of the second 
day's fight, if uot of the whole battle. 
It was a momentous hour in the his- 
tory of this Nation, should the enemy 
succeed they would possess the key to 
our positiou. 
Defeat 
and 
victory 


seemed to haugiu the balance. Should 
the Uuiouarujy be defeated, the hands 
of progress would be arrested aud 
turned back a revolution ou the dial of 
time. 


Maj. 'iremaiu aud Geu. Zook were 


strangers to each other. 
It was a 


critical interview. 
Geu. /ook's in- 


structions from Geu. Caldwell were to 
follow the column. 
There was no 


time to parley. The exhausted lines 
of Geu. Biruey's Division were stub- 
bornly fightiug a corps. 


"Sir." said Geu. /ook to Maj. Tre- 


maiu. "if you will give me the order 
of Geu. Sickles, I will obey it." 


"Then," answered the Major, "Gen. 


Sickles's order is that you file your 
brigade to the right aud move into ac- 
tion here." 


To the surprise and delight of tue 


Major, Geu. /ook promptly gave the 
command, "File right .'" aud marched 


j his brigade Into Hue of battle. I heard 
that command aud obeyed it, but did 
not know for some time afterward its 
full meaning. Few men would have 
acted as /ook did, yet had he acted 
otherwise it might have changed the 
fate of the day, for unless met at this 
point the enemy might have secured a 
footing ou the slopes of Little Rouud 
Top, from which they could have euri- 
laded our whole Hue.

In the l u l l of the battle before the 


attack on Sickles on July -2 Gen. /ook 
and Col. Roberts had a soldier's lunch 
together.)!, the Held, and when they 
parted each .-aid uood by to the other 
apparently having premonitions that 
one or both of them would fall. Iu a 
very short time alter Col. Roberts as- 
sumed command of the brigade he was 
struck by several bullets, aud fell from 
his horse iu the rocky piece'lof woods 
northwest of the Wheatlield. Being 
driven back 
from 
this 
advanced 


grouud, we were uuable to carry ott 
his body, which when recovered was 
stripped of iiis tiue uuiform aud ele- 
gant sword. The sword worn by Col. 
Roberts at Gettysburg was engraved 
on the scabbard, "Presented 'toJCapt. 
R- P. Roberts by the citizens of Bea- 
ver, Pa." 


At the battle of the Wilderness, May 


0, 1864, Capt. D. R. f. Neely, of the 
149th Pa., now living in Washiugtou, 
D. C., discovered aud took from the 
body of a Confederate Captain Col. 
Robert's sword, belt aud scabbard, 
aud through the courtesy ot the late 
Senator M.S. (Juay, who had;been 
Col. Robert's law student, they were 
scut to the Colonel's daughter at 
Beaver. Pa. In the clash of battle the 
sword had fallen from the Confederate I

Cumberland Valley R. R. Develops. 


JPlans were made some time ago for 


-the double tracking of the Cumber- 
land Valley bridge across the 8usque- 


VJaanna river at Harrisburg. A big 


force of workmen is now engaged in 
four-tracking the road between Le- 
moyue and White Hill, and at White 
Hill a new freight transfer station has 
been erected, far too large for the 
.traffic now handled at that point. 


Between Harrisburgaud Shiremans- 


town the company has plenty of roo.n 
for four tracks, and it is said that even 
as far as Mechanicsburg it is certain 
that no trouble will be experienced lu 
obtaining track room. West of JMe- 
chanicsburg iu various towns the Cum- 
berland Valley Company has been 
preparing plans to elevate its lines 
through almost every town of any im- 
portance. 


The story iu circulation is that all 


this is preparatory to making the 
Cumberland Valley, or at least a part 
of it, a section of the Pennsylvania 
mam line for fast freight and through 
passenger service between New York 
and Pittsburg. One report is that the 
four-tracking of the Cumberland Val- 
ley will be continued at least to Ship- 
pensburg, and that from that point to 
Box bury, eight miles distant, a Dew 
line will be built over practically 
level country to joiu the line of the 
old South Penu road, a tunnel for 
which was built at Koxbury, and the 
line of which has been graded 
for 


many miles. This would give, the 
Pennsylvania 
<* very short cut be- 


tween Harrisburg and Pittsburg. The 
old South Penu line, as surveyed and 
partly built, was to have cut off at 
least 50 miles between 
the points 


named and the plan to build a con- 
necting iink with the Cumberland 
Valley and complete the lone aban- 
doned road would have almost the 
same effect.
